From the Senate we pass to the top of the 


doine;(wl>Ich i» 241 leet above the top of the 
building) from here the eye surveys a rnaa- 
ulflcent panorama of the clly and surround- 
lug country. The top of the dome is 300 
feet above the level of iho ground at Ihe foot 
f the terrace.

From hero we proceed lo the Treasury

This building is of beautiful 


granite, »nd Ii 400 feet long by 200 wide.The 
most richly furnished portion of'.he Interior 
Is the banking room or cash room. 
The 


writer being alone, a stranger In a strange 
place, expected to see but rery little of the 
Interior of this department, but au honest 
looking countenance was soon caught tight 
of by one of the gentlemanly officers and I 
was conducted to a room in which were em- 
ployed some 25 ladles, counting, recording 
and filing away the mutilated and condensed 
bills. It was wonderful to see tho amount 
of this money that is continually flowing iu- 
to this department lo he exchanged for new.

Divis,about ninety- 
six thousand dollars. This vault contained 
about one hundred and fifty million dollars 
in coin and Dills. Here I was permitted to 
Lake up a package of hills containing five 
million dollars.From thonca I was conducted 


1.0 the Registry ol the Redemption Depart- 
ment. Mr. Morse, chief of this depart- 
ment informed me that since 1304 there had 
beeu redeemed,(exchanged) and registered 
in that office of U. S. bonds and coupons 
sixty thousand million dollars.
